noted that the plots shown are much small- 
er than those of most Air Service fields, as 
it is generally necessary to keep the ground 
investment of municipal or private fields 
down to the minimum. In fact, the ar- 
rangement of such fields presents prob- 
lems quite different from those to be met 
in the arrangement of Service fields. 

In the selection and layout of landing 
fields, provision should be made for han- 
gars, dine, garages, field office, gasoline 
and oil storage, runways, roads, field mark- 
ers, water, telephone, electric power lines 
and, where necessary, field drainage. This 
does not mean that all of these facilities 
are essential at the start, but rather that 
they should be considered in the initial 
arrangement to avoid complications when 
their need becomes urgent later on. 
Buildings should be well spaced to reduce 
the fire hazard, and so located as to min- 
imize crossing of the runways to reach 
them. In any case, the ends of the run- 
ways should be kept clear ot structures or 
other obstructions, even for some distance 
beyond their ends. The surface of the 
field should be well drained and a heavy 
growth of tough all-year grass raised on it. 
The mixture of grass seed required will 
vary with the soil and climatic conditions, 
making it advisable to consult some re- 
liable seedsman. Where artificial drain- 
age is necessary, this should be of the tile 
or stone-filled-trench types, no open ditches 
being used. 

International (location) markers and 
field markers, indicating the direction of 
the runways, as shown above should be 
placed at all fields. The open-sided rect- 
angle of the international marker repre- 
sents the lower or upper half of the quad- 
rangle formed by the lines of latitude and 
longitude, while the dot represents the 
relative sition of the town or landing 
field in this quadrangle. The numbers in- 
dicate the latitude and longitude of the 
south and west sides of the quadrangle. 
The recommended method of constructing 
these markers is to remove the sod, filling 
with broken stone rolled to about four or 
six inches deep and whitewashing this 
filling.

SENATE TAKES UP BILL TO 
STOP NON-COM. DEMOTION. 


As anticipated, consideration of the bill 
(S. 4087 and H.R. 12819) to prevent the 
reduction of non-commissioned officers of 
the Army, has been taken up first by the 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs. It 
was considered informally at a meeting on 
Nov. 24, but no action was taken, owing 
to the lack of a quorum. At the next 
meeting, which will be held in a few days, 
a representative of the War Department 
will explain some of the details of the 
measure. 

Chairman Wadsworth states frankly 
that he is in favor of reporting out the 
bill at the earliest possible date. He has 
given considerable study to it and it de- 
velops that he favored an increase in the 
percentage of non-commissioned officers, 
when the reduction of the Army was agreed 
to in the joint Senate and House Confer- 
ence Committee. There would be no ne- 
cessity for passing the bill now if Senator 
Wadsworth’s advice had been taken in 
the committee. The proposed reduction is 
due to the opposition of the House con- 
ferees to an increase in the percentage. 

“The present grade percentage of en- 
listed men as prescribed by the National 
Defense act,” said Chairman Wadsworth, 
“not only will do a great injustice to a num- 
ber of worthy non-commissioned officers 
with splendid war service, but it does not 
comply with the requirements of the Regu- 
lar Army. With the reduction in the 
strength of the Regular Army to 125,000, 
there has been no change in its func- 
tions, and as many non-commissioned offi- 
cers are needed in the training program: as 
before the reduction, I am hoping that 
action can be secured before the Secretary 
puts the reduction into effect.” 

Under the proposed bill, hereafter the 
grade percentages of the total authorized 
number of enlisted men shall not exceed 
0.79 per centum for first grade, 2.1 per 
centum for second, 3.4 per centum for 
third, 9.2 per centum for fourth, 9.5 per 
centum for fifth, and 25 per centum for 
sixth grade. 

When the bill comes up before either 
committee, an array of witnesses will be 
sent up from the War Department. The 
need of non-commissioned officers will be 
presented from every point of view. Maj. 
Gen. George C. Rickards, Chief of the 
Militia Bureau, will endeavor to impress 
upon the committee the importance of more 
non-commissioned officers for the National 
Guard. General Rickards is very much 
interested and his attitude on the bill, it 
is believed, will have an important effect 
upon Congress. 

Col. W. H. Waldron, Inf., who prepared 
the tables of organization, will explain on 
what theory the percentages in grades 
were fixed and why with a reduction in the 
enlisted strength of the Regular Army, 
there should be an increase in the pro- 
portion of non-commissioned officers.

REFERENDUM ON RETIREMENT 
OF ENLISTED MEN. 


The number of ballots received by the 
ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL, up to Nov. 28, 
on the question of a 25-year retirement bill 
for enlisted men had passed the 12,000 
mark and the votes are continuing to come.

H.R. 12106.— That 
hereafter all enlisted 
men who have served 
honorably in the United 
States Army may be re- 
tired at the expiration 
of twenty-five years’ 
service regardless of 
their grade or rank 
then held and with not 
less than $100 per 
month as their retired 
pay, and allowance to 
which they would be 
entitled if retired with 
thirty years’ service 
now provided for by 
law. 

Provided, That the 
petition signed by the 
enlisted men be ac- 
cepted and the enlisted 
men’s wishes be 
granted; that the en- 
listed men of the 
United States Army 
shall create a fund by 
a deduction of one per 
cent. of each enlisted 
man’s pay which they 
feel will more than pay 
the difference between 
this rate of retirement 
and the retirement now 
provided by law. 


Be it enacted by the 
Senate and House of 
Representatives in Con- 

ess assembled, that 
ereafter when an en- 
listed man of the Army 
shall have served 
twenty-five complete 
years he may be placed 
upon the retired list 
with pay at the rate of 
three-fourths of that re- 
ceived at date of retire- 
ment, and in lieu of 
rations, clothing, fuel, 
light and quarters he 
shall receive monthly 
$15.75 in addition to 
pay authorized by this 
act. Provided, That for 
twelve months follow- 
ing the passage of this 
act the Secretary of 
War will determine the 
number and grades of 
enlisted men to be re- 
tired each month, Pro- 
vided further, That in 
computing time neces- 
sary for retirement all 
service in Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps may 
be counted. 

All laws inconsistent 
with the provisions of 
this act are hereby re- 
pealed.

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Shall It Be 25-Year Bill 
or Graded Retirement? 


In previous numbers the ARMY ayp 
NAVY JOURNAL has discussed certain feg- 


tures of the proposed twenty-five-year re. 
tirement bill for enlisted men. It is be 
lieved that the discussion so far hag 


brought out the salient features, insofar 
as the benefits to be derived affect the ep- 
listed personnel. In this issue the Army 
AND Navy JOURNAL presents its views on 
the benefits to be derived by the country 
in general, 

Let us turn back the pages of recent 
history a few brief years. In 1918 Gen- 
eral Pershing, commanding the American 
Expeditionary Forces, initiated the “one 
army” organization in lieu of three then 
in existence, viz.: the Regular Army, Na 
tional Army and National Guard. It igs 
believed that if our people can be brought 
to realize the necessity for a “one army’ 
the greater will be our chances for enhance 
ing military training, with the consequent 
upbuilding of the physical welfare of ou 
citizens. 

If the citizens of our country are eve 
to receive fundamental military training 
it must be given by men who have served 
in the Regular Establishment and have 
specialized in some particular branch 
There is a vast difference between the 
amount of military training required to 
day and that required eight or nine year 
ago. 

If officers and non-commissioned officer 
are to become proficient in their profes 


sion or to become specialists in some par 
ticular part of this training they mus 
necessarily come into the Service whe 
very young, and should they decide aftey 
one or two enlistments to make the Army 
n career it is the consensus of opinion 0 
the best minds that thirty years is en 
tirely too long a period to remain undeq 
the strain incident to training such as i 
necessary. 

No other profession, save possibly tha 
of the Navy, requires so much close at 
tention to minute details as does present 
dav life in the Army. 

It is hoped that Congress, which, a fe 
years ago, recognized the Navy by favorin 
its enlisted personnel with graded retire 
ment privileges, will during the preset 
session grant similar or equal benefits 
the enlisted men of the Army.

“Oarrying out the policy of Washing- 
ton” should be the title of the annual re- 
port of Secretary of War Weeks for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1922. Virtually 
taking the recommendations of the first 
President of the Republic as his text, Sec- 
retary Weeks proceeded to describe the 
policy he is endeavoring to carry out and 
submitted unanswerable arguments in its 
support. 

e Secretary’s report is a remarkable 
appeal for preparedness. Not content with 
quoting Washington, the Secretary called 
attention to the fact that Thomas Jeffer- 
son, John C. Calhoun, President Monroe, 
President Arthur and President Roosevelt 
reinforced the recommendations of the 
Father of our country. Incidentally, he 
pointed out a wonderful concurrence in 
the views of the outstanding leaders of 
both political parties in favor of an armed 
nation as provided for in the National De- 
fense act. 

The Secretary makes only one recom- 
mendation for new legislation. He strongly 
urges the filling of one out of every twelve 
vacancies in the grade of colonel by pro- 
motion “of those who merit accelerated ad- 
vancement.” He believes that this will 
not materially interfere with the average 
progress “to the grade of colonelcy,” but 
that it will have a tendency to speed up 
the Army.

Must Keep Prepared. 


“My conclusions are not entirely . wel- 
come at this time,” said the Secretary in 
discussing the general policy of prepared- 
ness, “when people have been hoping that 
nations had learned to avoid conflicts of 
force. My conclusions are, nevertheless, 
that we should continue to prepare for 
such conflicts. If it is unwelcome, it is 
no less true that Americans, like all other 
peoples, are subject to the law which pun- 
ishes those nations who fail to prepare for 
defense, as well as those who fail to strive 
for peace. It was our first President who 
said that ‘To be prepared for war is one 
of the most effectual means of preserving 
peace.’ 

“Our first lessons in the need for defen- 
sive preparation were well expressed by 
my first predecessor, Henry: Knox, when 
he remarked that ‘A confederation with- 
out strength to sustain itself is like a 
rope of sand.’ Our early national career 
was that of headlong youth, breaking from 
the restraints of an old world to set up a 
new life in the wilderness and to create 
there a new civilization. For our ener- 
gies we have been rewarded. Yet there 
has been no lack of the bitter cup to teach 
us that life can not be altogether sweet. 


Washington’s Doctrines Applied. 


Applying the doctrines of Washington 
ao present situation, the Secretary 
said: 

“George Washington knew that the 
greatest obstacle to American preparation 
for defense was the instinctive fear of our 
people of the creation of a militaristic 
government. With full sympathy for this 
fear, he also knew, as it was his oppor- 
tunity to learn, that there is danger of 
militarism only among a nation of paci- 
fists, that the one extreme begets the other. 
Accordingly, he was the proponent of a 
balanced existence. There -is full evidence 
in history that those rulers who would 
keep their people uneducated that they

might easily be deceived would also urge 
pacifism upon the masses in order that 


they might be swayed by a militaristic 
rule. A firm belief in this truth has been 
one of the guiding principles of our gov- 
ernmental leadership.” 

' Speaking of the dangers of reconstruc- 
| tion, with its demand for economy, the 
Secretary had the following to say: 

“I scarcely like to think what might 
have been the character of our present re- 
construction had we, in the past war, been 
forced to tax our resources to the same 
proportional degree that we taxed them 
“uring the Civil War. I cannot believe 
that the reason is any other than the ten- 
dency for our people to meet their periods 
of reconstruction with the most hasty de- 
mobilization and the most drastic reduc- 
tions of the military forces. I should like 
to see a development of our forces in prep- 
aration for the emergency of war so that 
there need be no excess in the exertion of 
irregular efforts to retrieve our affairs, and 
so that when the emergency is past we can 
reduce these forces in a more gradual man- 
ner in order to preserve the firmness and 
homogenous character of our national 
fiber. In this way we shall be following 
the advice of our wisest leaders and escap- 
ing the censure so forcefully expressed by 
— Roosevelt when he announced 
that— . 

“*Fatuous self-complacency or vanity, 
or short-sightedness in refusing to prepare 
for danger, is both foolish and wicked in 
such a nation as ours; and past experi- 
ence has shown that such fatuity in refus- 
ing to recognize or prepare for crises in 
advance is usually succeeded by a mad 
panic.’ ” 





Development of National Guard. 


In reviewing the development of our 
policy of national defense the Secretary 
makes a distinction between the militia of 
Washington’s day and the National Guard 
of the present. He quotes General Greene 
as to the ineffectiveness of the untrained 
citizen soldier. In his conclusion on this 
subject he quotes from Thomas Jefferson: 

“None but an armed nation can dispense 
with a standing army: to keep our nation 
armed and disciplined is therefore at all

Even the pacifist 
members will be hard pressed for material 
to fight the estimates that have been sub- 
mitted through the budget. Secretary of 
War Weeks, in his annual report, empha- 
sizes the fact that the most rigid policy of 
economy has been fdllowed by the War 
Department. He further repeats his previ- 
ous statement that the present strength 
of the Army is not sufficient. 

Gen. James G. Harbord, Deputy 
Chief of Staff, virtually closed his admin- 
istration by opening the hearings on the 
Army Appropriation bill on Nov. 28 be- 
fore the War Department sub-committee.

With its present 
strength he showed the Regular Army 
could not perform its full functions in 
the Army of the United States. He also 
declared that Congress should plan in the 
future for an increase in the appropria- 
tions for the National Guard and the Or- 
ganized Reserves. 

General Walker explained how the 
budget of the War Department had been 
prepared. He made it plain that it was 
the War Department that had made the 
cuts, that there had been very few changes 
by the Budget Bureau, and that the esti- 
mates which were finally sent by the Presi- 
dent to Congress were prepared in the de- 
partment.

Secretary of War’s Report Asks for True Preparedness 


American War had resulted in an increase 
in the Regular Army and the reorganiza- 
tion of the National Guard, the Secretary 


declared : 

“The World War broke forth upon hu- 
manity and, like most other interested 
neutrals, we saw ourselves gradually drawn 
into its vortex. We hoped against hope to 
remain neutral; nevertheless some of our 
far-seeing citizens and public servants be- 
gan to prepare. The idea of 4 civilian re- 
serve was already waiting to be presented 
as a solution. Officers’ training camps 
sprang into a state of development. Men 
in all walks of life suddenly awoke to our 
state of unpreparedness. 

“They began to realize that, this time, 
we were not confronted by conflict with 
small professional armies, but were in dan- 
ger of submersion under the aggression of 
nations in arms. For such a calamity we 
were unequivocally unprepared, except for 
the work accomplished by a few who had 
been alive to the dangers. Striving as we. 
might to avoid, we were at last thrust into 
the chaos. Once more we had opportuni 
to appreciate the many times repeated ad- 
monition that I present this time in the 
words of Andrew Jackson: 

“*No nation, however desirous of peace, 
can hope to escape occasional collisions 
with other powers, and the soundest dic- 
tates of public policy require that we 
should place ourselves in a position to as- 
sert our rights if a resort to force should 
ever become necessary.’”

The House committee may make some 
cuts, but they will be restored as usual by 
the Senate. The belief is expressed that 
the War Department now occupies a very 
strong position before Congress. It is con- 
fidently expected that should the sub-com- 
mittee make any cuts in the appropria- 
tions they will be restored on the floor ot 
the House. There is no doubt that there 
has been a reaction in the House in favor 
of both the Army and the Navy. In some 
quarters it is believed that increases can 
be secured for the Reserve officers and 
the C.M.C.T. Efforts will be made both 
in the Senate and the House to increase 
these items before the bill becomes a law. 

The change in the sentiment of the 
House is indicated by the discussion of 
legislation for the amendment of the law 
which reduced the number of officers to™ 
12,000. Some of the members who voted 
gaily for this reduction, which threw a 
great many excellént officers out of the 
Army, are now making inquiries of the 
Military Committee and at the War De- 
partment as to what legislation would be 
required to restore the officers who have 
been separated from the active list. There 
is no doubt that there will be some discus 
sion of this subject during the regular ses- 
sion which opens Dec. 4. Already bills 
have been prepared for early introduction 
in the House. 

Chairman Wadsworth of the Senate 
committee declares that all legislation of 
this character must be by the lower 
house of Congress first. The House at the 
last session rejected Senator Wadsworth’s 
proposal for 13,000 officers, and now

the Torpedoplane 


The recent experiments with the Navy 
torpedoplane, conducted by the Navy De- 
partment, when the plane scored seven hits 
out of seventeen on the U.S.S. Arkansas, 
caused considerable comment in civilian as 
well as naval circles. Radicals both in 
and out of the Navy have declared that 
the torpedoplane and other aircraft have 
made the first line battleship obsolete. 
However, this view is not held by those 
who have given the subject serious and 
careful thought. Admiral Fiske himself 
does rot claim that the day of the battle- 
ship is over. It should be borne in mind 
that -the full defenses. of the battleship 
have never been put to use in experiments 
with aircraft. 

The following article by Admiral Fiske 
brings out some interesting facts about the 
development of the torpedoplane: 





Question: Do you think that the suc- 
cessful attack of the torpedoplane on the 
battleship foreshadows the extinction of 
the battleship and other floating craft? 

Answer: It all depends on the attitude 
of the Department toward the torpedo- 
ne and toward all aircraft generally. 

uring the last Administration, the atti- 
tude of the Department toward the tor- 
pedoplane was affirmatively hostile. This 
attitude was finally expressed in an offi- 
cial letter from the Secretary of the Navy 
to me, initialed by the Chief of Naval 
Operations, dated May 20, 1918 (more 
than a year after a German torpedoplane 
had sunk a 3,000-ton British steamer in 
the North Sea, which declared that the 
torpedoplane possessed so little merit as 
not to warrant the expenditure of the 
money aad talent necessary. to develop 
it. It is only since Admiral Moffett be- 
came Chief of Aeronautics that the atti- 
tude of the Department toward any at- 
tempt even to develop it can be charac- 
terized as favorable. 

Question: Do you think that the atti- 
tude of officers in general has been favor- 
able toward the torpedoplane? 

Answer: I do not know. The conduct 
of most of our officers toward me per- 
sonally has been kindness personified; but 
I fear that my invention of the torpedo- 
plane has lost to me a considerable degree 
of the fair professional reputation which 
I had enjoyed for a while after my inven- 
tion of the telescope sight, director system, 
radio control of moving vessels, turret 
range finder, etc., etc., my advocacy of the 
War College and my insistence on a great- 
er use of range finders had been forgiven. 


Question: May I ask what you think 
the attitude of the Navy officers toward 
the torpedoplane and yourself is now? 

Answer: I do not know this either; but 
my 7: is that their attitude to- 
ward the torpedoplane itself is favorable. 
Toward myself, I do not really know; but 
I do know that there is a very curious 
streak in the minds of some men, that 
leads them to deride an inventor until his 
invention has become successful, and then 
to throw up their hats in praise of the 
invention, but take the attitude toward 
the inventor that he did not really invent 
anything, and that his device was a per- 
fectly obvious thing, that anybody could 

t up. I do know, however, that until the 
ast two or three years, the torpedoplane 
was looked upon as distinctly impractica- 
ble and not useful even if it were prac- 
ticable. It is but fair to say that I was 
seldom treated with actual rudeness or 
Naturally, I was so treated 
sometimes. A notable case occurred short- 
ly after we entered.the war, when, in the 
presence of several officers, the Acting 
Chief of Naval Operations, when I called 
on him to enlist his support in my en- 
deavor to get at least a trial, treated me 
with both. 

While many of my friends were kind 
and courteous in their attitude toward the 
torpedoplane as my baby, during the try- 
ing times near the date when we entered 
the war, it was not until April 1918, that 
any officer whatever told me that he be- 
lieved in it and was willing to do all he 
could for it. This officer was the naval 
constructor, then in charge of the Naval 
Aircraft Factory at the Philadelphia Navy 
Yard. This is one of the bright spots in 
my life; and yet (I am much ashamed to 
say) I cannot at the moment remember 
his name! 

Question: How did you come to invent 
the torpedoplane? 

Answer: In the spring and winter of 
1910-1911, while a member of the General 
Board, I made an unsuccessful attempt to 
persuade the board to urge the Navy De- 
oe og to develop airplanes to carry 

bs, in order that they might be 
any would-be invaders of the 
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Pullers Talnae In the course of the 


discussion, I made the thoughtless state- 
ment that airplanes could even tor- 
pedoes. This statement 

challenged on the score that the launch- 
ing-tubes and other apparatus were too 
heavy to be carried. not stand 


with startling suddenness, that I 
gould overcame it by the simple process of 
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and simultaneously starting the motive 
power and the gyro, instead of discharging 
the torpedo through a tube, as had always 
been done, in discharging torpedoes from 
surface craft. After thinking this over 
carefully, and talking about: it to a num- 
ber of officers (no one of whom considered 
it as a serious proposal), I decided to 
patent it. As I had to illustrate and de- 
scribe some concrete apparatus I liad to 
make a selection of some one operative 
device for dropping the torpedo and start- 
ing the motive power and the gyroscope. 

y plans finally simmered down to two. 
By one, the terpedo was dropped, but a 
line attached to the airplane, and going 


-under the starting lever, caused the lever 


to be thrown back as soon as the torpedo 
had dropped a certain small distance. The 
other plan was to operate the dropping 
apparatus and the starting lever directly. 
After considerable pondering, I decided in 
favor of the latter system, as possessing 
two advantages over the other one. One 
advantage was that it was a little simpler; 
the other advantage was that it might re- 
move any question which the Patent Office 
Examiner might have in his mind as to 
the operativeness of the device. Remem- 
ber that it was necessary that the torpedo 
should be pointed at the target at the 
time that the gyro was set in operation; 
and it was just possible that the Exam- 
iner might make the objection that, after 
the torpedo had been freed from the posi- 
tion in which it had been carefully se- 
eured under the airplane, it might be 
swerved from its proper direction of point- 
ing before the gyroscope had started. 

Question: May I ask if you think that 
the accounts in the papers recently gave 
a correct impression, when they said that, 
under the conditions of the attack, all the 
advantage was on the side of the planes? 

Answer: No, just the reverse. In the 
first place, the planes attacked in full day- 
light; while it would have been much to 
their advantage to attack at night; or 
during the evening or morning twilight. 
Furthermore, the impression given by the 
accounts was that the battleships were at 
a disadvantage, for the reason (stated) 
that they did not have any combat planes 
to fight off the torpedoplanes. The fact 
is, however, that any hostile ships, operat- 
ing within 200 miles of our coast, could 
not possibly have as many fighting planes 
as our Navy and Army could send out, 
to meet the hostile planes. What would 
really happen, would be that an attack- 
ing fleet would not have an advantage com- 
pared with the battleships attacked two 
days ago, because their fighting planes 
would be crushed by a far greater number 
of our planes that would kill all the planes 
of the attacking fleet, and leave their 
ships exposed to bombs dropped from our 
planes, from our bombing machines and 
torpedoplanes. 

Furthermore, let us not forget that a 
fleet is not a mere aggregation of ships, 
but a highly organized fighting force that 
depends for its efficacy on a fairly close 
formation. Also let us not forget either 
that such a force could be attacked by a 
large number of torpedoplanes, coming 
from all directions, at the same time, and 
discharging their torpedoes from distances 
as great as five miles and even more. 

In other words, the battleships that 
were attacked successfully two days ago 
were operating under much more favor- 
able tactical conditions than if they had 
been a hostile fleet actually on our coast. 


COMMODORE R. A. C. SMITH

Commodore R. A. C. Smith of the New

New Device to Guide 
Ships Through Fog 


Until-a few years ago, no reliable means 
were known in the art of navigation to 
avoid the dangers caused by fog to ships 
at sea: The ordinary fog signals pro- 
duced by steam whistles, sirens and ships’ 
bells were influenced in various ways by 
atmospheric conditions or disturbances, 
and therefore gave no reliable means for 
determining the direction from which the 
warning signals were sent, in consequence 
from 1893 to 1902 between 900 and 1,000 
vessels were wrecked by being drawn on 
a false course with a loss of over 500 lives 
and over $50,000,000 in property. 

By employing the electrical aids to 
navigation now available, such as the radio 
compass, submarine signals and _ sub- 
merged electrically energized cables, ship- 
wreck and loss of life have been rendered 
less frequent and in addition a great sav- 
ing of time and money has been brought 
about by enabling ships to reach port in- 


stead of being delayed by fog or thick. 


weather. 

Direction finding by wireless is espe- 
cially effective at distances from the coast, 
and it is possible for a vessel to obtain a 
very definite position as well as its bear- 
ing from a given point. Submarine sig- 
naling heretofore was almost always ap- 
plied to the problem of picking up a defi- 
nite point in the sea, the location of which 
was very accurately known, and where a 
sound transmitter was located. Recently, 
it has been used extensively for sounding 
and communicating between ships. By 
means of the submerged cable it is pos- 
sible to follow a tortuous channel. 

Therefore the navigator of a_ vessel 
equipped to receive these aids, approach- 
ing the coast in a fog would first get his 
direction by radio, then pick up a definite 
point in the sea by the submarine sound 
receivers and then follow the channel by 
the submerged cable. 


Submarine Bell Superseded. 


Before the war practically all submarine 
sound transmitters for fog signaling were 
bells, usually installed on lightships. 

The equipment necessary to _ receive 
these signals usually consisted of micro- 
phones suspended in water tanks, located 
on the port and starboard inner sides of a 
vessel below the waterline. Direction is 
obtained by swinging ship. 

During the war the art of underwater 
signaling received a great impetus. Ap- 
paratus was developed for sending Morse 
signals in the water so that submarines or 
other vessels could communicate with each 
other. Great improvement was made in 
listening devices and navigators were 
taught the necessity and value of such ap- 
paratus. Novel types of transmitters and 
receivers have resulted which can now be 
advantageously applied for guiding and 
protecting sea traffic in foggy weather. 

Oscillators have the advantage of the 
submarine bells hitherto used, in that they 
emit a larger amount of sound energy 
and therefore can be heard farther, and 
are capable of emitting more frequent sig- 
nals, following each other in quicker 
time. This is important for directional 
receiving and in sending Morse signals. 
Further, as they have no rotating parts, 
they are exceedingly reliable in their op- 
eration, as they can be placed at suitable 
positions at the bottom of the sea, no sur- 
face support is necessary such as a buoy 
or lightship, and there is no liability of 
their position being changed by rough 
weather. 


Navy Vitally Interested. 


The U.S. Navy is of course vitally inter- 
ested in underwater signaling, both from a 
military and a navigational standpoint, 
and has deyoted much time and money to 
the development and test of apparatus of 
this description. 

Recently, some very interesting tests 
were made on the U.S.S. Lykens. a barge 
tug, by Comdr. C. S. McDowell, Lieut. 
Comdr. J. W. Reeves, jr., and Lieut. J. I. 
Hale, U.S.N., on an improved apparatus 
invented by Lieut. Comdr. W. L. Walker, 
U.S.N.R.F. for guiding ships safely into 
harbors by means of submarine bell signals 
and electrically energized submerged 
cables. 

The advantages of this apparatus are 
its simplicity, the increased range at 
which the submarine bell signals can be 
heard, the naturalness or true tone of the 
received sounds, the determination of di- 
rection of the sound source within reason- 
able limits without changing the ship’s 
course, the diminution or practical elim- 
ination of water and ship noises, thereby 
intensifying the desired signals and aural 
and visual means for following a sub- 
merged cable. 

For navigational purposes it is evident 
that bell or other submarine signals should 
be audible for as great distances as pos- 
sible in order to give ample time to change 
the og & course, if necessary. 

The farther away from the sound source, 
the weaker the warning signal. The ship 
and water noises, however, remain prac- 
tically constant, so the usual methods em- 
ployed for amplifying weak impulses are 
not satisfactory selves, because 
they amplify the objectionable noises with 
equal intensity. 

With this apparatus, however, the inter- 
fering noises are practically eliminated, 
while the range of the desired signals is 
increased to at least twice as far as that

given by the commercially available ap- 
paratus in use to-day. ; 

At the greatest distance obtainable, the 
navigator when listening for a submarine 
bell must know that the sound he is lig 
tening to is the desired signal and not 
some noise on the ship itself, such as a 
blow on resonant metal that may be mis 
taken for the submarine bell, and he can 
be assured of this only by receiving the 
bell sound with its full resonance and 
naturalness of tone. 

With this apparatus it is possible to 
differentiate the three characteristics of 
sound, namely, loudness, pitch and quality, 
and furthermore to distinguish rhythm. 

The direction from which a sound sig- 
nal is coming is quite as important as the 
receipt of the signal itself. With this ap- 
paratus the bearing of the sound source 
may be obtained by heading the ship in 
the direction of the sound, or it may be de 
termined at present within a range of 
twenty-five degrees off either bow with an 
accuracy of two to four degrees, without 
changing the ship’s course. 

Using the same apparatus, and with the 
addition of two or three coils, a sub 
merged pilot cable may be followed through 
a tortuous channel by means of visual in- 
dicators which indicate a safe course be 
tween the cable and either side of the 
channel. 

An oscillator radically different from 
those already developed is now being built 
for submarine signaling and communica- 
tion between ships. This will soon be 
tested. 


ARMY FIELD CLERK CLUB 
RAPIDLY GAINING MEMBERS. 


The drive to make the Army Field 
Clerk Club, with headquarters at Wash- 
ington, D.C., a representative organiza- 
tion of the Field Clerk Corps of the U.S. 
Army, has met with enthusiasm through- 
out the country. Every corps area in the 
United States has responded with enroll- 
ments in the new club and in the Ist, 3d, 
5th and 6th Corps Areas auxiliaries of 
the Army Field Clerk Club have been 
formed. Army Field Clerk B. J. Clark 
has been elected to head the 1st Corps 
auxiliary, F. J. Cullen the 3d, A. B. Wood 
the 5th and F. J. Terhune the 6th. Close 
to forty per cent. of the Army field clerks 
on duty in the United States have been 
enrolled in the new club and a steady in- 
crease of membership is reported from 
week to week. 

In one or two corps areas the former 
headquarters clerks are exhibiting mod- 
esty about enrolling in the new organiza- 
tion for fear that there may be a tendency 
among the younger members of the Army 
Field Clerk Corps to neglect their partic- 
ular interest, but a statement issued by 
the executive committee of the new club 
this week setting forth the principle that 
the Army Field Clerk Club stands as 
strongly for the rights of the older men 
as it does for the new blood, is expected 
to bring the majority of the headquarters 
clerks into line. 

The national constitution was adopted 
at Washington on Nov. 23. It sets forth 
the objects of the club by pledging iteslf 
to “stimulate patriotism and respect for 
the United States Army; co-operate at all 
times with the superior officers in secur- 
ing maximum efficiency within Army 
ranks, and by all honorable means strive 
to improve and promote the general wel- 
fare of field clerks.” 

National headquarters are fixed at 
Washington, D.C., but all questions of 
policies are in the hands of a majority 
membership. Provision is made for aux- 
iliaries in all corps areas and departments. 
Officers are elected by majority member- 
ship. Initiation is $1, dues $2, assess 
ments forbidden. Active membership 1s 
limited to field clerks in active service, 
either Adjutant General or Quartermaster 
Corps. Former field clerks can become 
associate members. 

According to the general tenor of com- 
ment received at National headqnarters of 
the Army Field Clerk Club, the entire 
corps would favor the proposed plan te 
consolidate the Army Field Clerk Corps 
with the Warrant Officer Corps. 

A large percentage of Army Field Clerks 
saw service as officers and non-commis 
sioned officers and practically the entire 
personnel of the corps saw service in 
late war. The educational average of the 
corps is high and it contains many spe 
cialists. The average base pay of an Army 
field clerk is approximately $1,500 per 
annum while that of a warrant officer ® 
$1,700, so the increase in expense to the 
government is merely nominal.

Review of the 1922 
Army-Navy Game 


Army emerged the victor over Navy by 
a score of 17 to 14 on Nov. 25 at Frank- 
jn Field, Philadelphia, after the two 
teams had played one of the most thrill- 
ing football games ever witnessed between 
Service elevens. 

Originality marked the game at every 
angle. Navy was loaded down with “no 
jinx” tokens, from the cheer leader’s 
ehecker-board sweater of blue and gold 
to every team rubber carrying a rabbit’s 
foot. The Army responded between halves 
by sinking with gunfire an improvised bat- 
tleship that vainly signaled the Navy side 
for help just before it littered the field in 
fragments. As the second half opened 
with score 7 to 3 in Navy’s favor the mid- 
shipmen revenged the sinking of their ship 
by singing a parody in popular note: 

“Somebody’s got to win. 
Who, the Army, Mr. Gallagher? 
No, the Navy, Mr. Shean.” 


FIRST QUARTER. 


The game started at 2.30 when Wood 
kicked into the wind to Navy’s 15-yard 
line. Barchet reecived the ball and car- 
ried it five yards. Navy immediately start- 
ed an offensive that was not stopped until 
it had driven for 51 yards against the 
Army. From the 20-yard line Barchet 
sipped through center for 4 yards. A 
forward pass, Barchet to Cullen, gave 
Navy 24 yards additional territory. Mc- 
Kee faked a kick, ran 9 yards, then on 
next two plays gained 10. 

The ball was on Army’s 30-yard line, 
where, after three Navy plays failed to 
penetrate defense, Conroy attempted goal 
from placement off 38-yard line.

INEQUITIES IN EFFICIENCY REPORTING. 


To THE EDITOR: 

Now that the elimination of Regular 
Army officers seems to have been com- 
pleted, those of us who are left are won- 
dering about our future. In the past few 
weeks so many oflicers of all branches and 
grades have frankly asked practically the 
same question, that a discussion of the 
question on the part of your readers and 


an authoritative reply would be of inter- 
est to all officers. It is to be hoped the 
reply may soon appear in your columns or 
in a War Department publication. The 
question is this: 

Will we ever again have our com- 
missions placed in jeopardy and be 
separated from the Service without 
first being permitted to present our 
side of the case; without being con- 
fronted with the damaging evidence 
that has crept in against us from 
oftentimes unknown sources and being 
permitted to prove, if such is the fact, 
that such evidence was_ perhaps wholly 
false or greatly prejudiced? 

We have not failed to note the caliber 
of some officers who have recently been 
eliminated. We have seen a number of 
officers who were sent to the Leavenworth 
schools with a rating of “above average” 
who made good at the schools, but, never- 
theless, have been eliminated. Other offi- 
cers have been summarily relieved from 
this year’s classes to be eliminated. 

West Point graduates looked upon by 
their fellow officers as efficient have re- 
ceived the notice—they must go Dec. 15. 

Others who were thought to have done 
good work in France have received the 
“junk ticket.” 

In other words, all classes of officers 
have been struck by this seemingly erratic 
lightning, and those of us who are left 
have come to the belief that a great deal 
of luck has entered into the matter, and 
we were lucky. A profession so honorable 
and highly thought of to simmer down to 
a game of chance—a sad state of affairs! 

The reply to all this elimination is that 
no one knows the contents of the efficiency 
reports of our fellow officers and very sel- 
dom do we know much about our own efli- 
ciency reports. 

The officer we believed so efficient was 
said by Colonel “A” to have not given 
proper attention to duty. The officer 
sought his recreation at a bridge table, 
while Colonel “A” is opposed to card play- 
ing and to him Poland’s treatise on “The 
Laws of Thought” is more appropriate as 
recreation for an Army officer. The ex- 
ample seems absurd, but just such absurdi- 
ties creep into efficiency reports, and effi- 
ciency reports determine elimination. 

Cannot our system of efficiency reports 
be placed on a more sound basis? Is there 
any reason why an officer on duty in the 
War Department can see his efficiency re- 
port a few days after it goes in and as a 
consequence immediately corrects his defi- 
ciencies in the eyes of his superior, while 
the average officer must wait probably sev- 
eral years before he can reach Washington 
and go over his reports? 

In my eighteen years of service I have 
been to Washington twice and have seen 
my efficiency reports once. Is there any 
good reason why an officer should not, 
upon request, be informed by mail regard- 
ing his efficiency reports? 

At present officers are furnished copies 
by their superiors of all statements of fact 
in the report that are detrimental to the 
officer’s good standing. Are only state- 
ments of fact considered when an officer 
is eliminated or turned down when his 
name appears on a list of prospective gen- 
eral officers? If not, then would it not be 
better that the junior officer be given also 
a copy of statements of opinion that are 
detrimental in nature and that he be in- 
formed of the subjects in which he has 
been given a rating of “below average’’? 

Why go along letting your juniors be- 
lieve they are functioning properly when 
they are not? A reply would be that an 
efficient commanding officer does not do 
that; but we all know that hundreds of 
them have done it in the past, and no doubt 
will continue to do so in the future. 

The writer believes that the present con- 
fidential report system does more to under- 
mine the morale of our commissioned per- 
sonnel than any other one thing. We 
preach “team work.” Let’s practice it by 
removing doubt and suspicion, and then 
pull together. Magsor X. 


AMONG THOSE ELIMINATED. 


To THE EpIToR: 

My sympathy has gone out to the Dick- 
man board for the reason that I believed it 
to be a physical impossibility for any board 
to give proper consideration to a large 
number of officers in the limited time that 
was allowed this board. Under such con- 
ditions injustice was inevitable. Just 
how the records of officers proposed to be 
eliminated were presented to the board I 
do not know, and in view of the action in 
a case that has just come to my notice it 
would be interesting to know. 

The victim in this case was an officer 
who had been notified that he was tenta- 








tively placed in Class B. I had an oppor- 
tunity to study the record on which this 
classification was based, and I reached the 
conclusion that the classification was most 
remarkable. The record showed the offi- 
cer to be generally rated as above average 
in intelligence, in professional attainments 
and in devotion to duty. In fact, he was 
frequently rated as “superior” in atten- 
tion to duty. There was no allegation of 
misconduct of any kind or of failure in any 
respect. The only adverse criticism that 
I found was the statement that he lacked 
tact and judgment, but this statement was 
offset by numerous reports stating these 
qualities as average. . 

It seemed to me that the record itself, 
without additional evidence, ought to in- 
sure his classification in Class A. After 
an exhaustive investigation of the case 
the War Department notified the officer 
that he had been finally classified in Class 
A. In other words, the conclusion had 
been reached that he ought to be retained 
in the Service. This notification was fol- 
lowed by a notification that he was elimi- 
nated. 

This action arouses in me the senti- 
ments expressed by Chimmie Fadden when 
he said, “What I want to know is, wat 


t’ell !”

PENALIZED FOR MAKING GOOD. 


To THE EpitTor: 

This is what I have done, and this is 
what has been done for me! 

Have served in the Regular Army con- 
tinuously since 1896, from private to regi- 
mental staff non-commissioned officer; five 
years and five months of this service as a 
commissioned officer. During my commis- 
sioned service my efficiency marks have 
always been high, never below “average,” 
and now have been selected for elimina- 
tion from the active list of officers of the 
Army and retired at two per cent. of a 
warrant officer’s pay for each year of ser- 
vice, or $96.20 per month. Had I not ac- 
cepted a permanent commission my ser- 
vice, including double time for foreign ser- 
vice and grade held before being commis- 
sioned, would have entitled me to retire- 
ment as a master sergeant with monthly 
pay of $133.87; thus I have been penal- 
ized $37.67 per month for having attained 
a permanent commission and making good. 
Why? 

Officers in a similar status to mine have 
devoted their best years to the Service, 
and when we are well along in years (I 
am forty-seven) and through such long 
service handicapped to take up civil pur- 
suits, with families to support (in my 
case five dependents), like a bolt out of a 
clear sky, through no fault of our own, 
eliminated and retired on pay so small that 
we are assured of an impecunious old age. 
Why, at least, were we not retired on a 
warrant oflicer’s retired pay, or on the 
retired pay of the enlisted grade we held 
before being commissioned ? 

To the youth of this generation such 
treatment is not conducive to furthering a 
liking for the Service. My son looks at 
me askance, and I can give him no expla- 
nation, first, as to the elimination of an 
efficient officer, and second, as to receiy- 
ing retired pay from a commissioned rank 
after over twenty-six years’ service in a 
less amount than I could have received 
had I retired as an enlisted man. 

If this statement is read by one or more 
of our lawmakers, it may be of interest to 
him to right a wrong that is flagrant at 
present. Corrective action will also tend 
to protect those who are to “carry on” 
after we have gone. i

A DIFFERENCE OF $100 A MONTH. 
To Tne EpitTor: 


I was made a sergeant, QM.C., in June, * 


1916, and held that grade until 1919, when 
I was made a staff sergeant, and in March, 
1921, 1 was made a technical sergeant and 
have held that grade until 8.0. No. 251, 
which will reduce me to a sergeant, Q.M.C. 

I have never had a court-martial of any 
kind and have never been reduced in grade. 
If I am reduced in grade it will cause me 
to leave the Service, which I did not in- 
tend to do, as it was my intention to make 
the Service my occupation. 

I have a wife and daughter and it is 
impossible for me to live and pay trans- 
portation for my wife and daughter from 
one place to another and freight on my 
honsehold goods as a sergeant. 

The reduction will make a difference of 
about $31.50, besides all other allowances, 
which would amount approximately to 


100. ’ 

If I did not have a clear record and two 
excellent discharges and several excellent 
recommendations from Q. . Officers I 
would not be so discouraged, as I think 
that a man in the Service doing his best 
should be given justice. The young N. 
C.O. officers will some day be old N.C.O,, 
of which it has been said they are the back:

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Anti-Aircraft Troops 


Demonstrate Ability 


Anti-aircraft troops of the Regular 
Army have established an enviable record 
for efficiency in recent firing at Fort Mon- 
roe, Va., when the 61st Artillery Battalion 
(Anti-aircraft) placed five shots within 
destructive range out of twenty-two fired, 
at a target towed by a seaplane from the 
Hampton Roads Naval Air Station. 

This was the first time in the history of 
the American Army that firings have been 
conducted on a target towed by an air- 
plane. The results accomplished mark 2 
new era in the development of the Amer- 
ican system of anti-aircraft defense, for 
it has been demonstrated that a target can 
be towed by an airplane for anti-aircraft 
target practice without danger to the pilot. 

Due to the co-operation of Capt. H. B. 
Yarnell, U.S.N., commanding officer at the 
air station, a target and tow line were im- 
provised and within forty-eight hours after 
the request was made for his co-operation, 
a seaplane piloted by Lieut. W. K. Patter- 
son, U.S.N., towed the target which was 
fired upon. The target was in the shape 
of a sleeve, three feet in diameter and 
fourteen feet long. It was towed through 
the air at a speed of sixty to eighty miles 
per hour by a scale of 2,500 feet long, 
which was fastened to Lieutenant Patter- 
son’s plane. 

Right courses were flown from the Rip 
Raps to Back River, at altitudes varying 
from 5,000 to 7,000 feet. The sky was 
overcast and the target, which at times 
was obscured by clouds, appeared scarcely 
as large as a lady's stocking. 

The anti-aircraft troops opened fire with 
both three-inch guns and machine guns, 
the average range of firing being 3,000 
yards. While this is greater than the ef- 
fective range of the machine guns, which 
were placed on _ special anti-aircraft 
mounts, excellent marksmanship was dis- 
played as indicated by the use of tracer 
bullets which showed the line of fire to be 
through the target at practically all times, 

That there is no danger for the pilot of 
the plane towing an aerial target, provided 
the gunners are well trained, is shown by 
the fact that although the tow line was 
2,500 feet long, the shot which came closest 
to the plane during the entire firing was 
2,200 feet behind the aviator. 

As the seaplane used is much heavier 
than the average land plane which would 
be used for towing, and not so easily ma- 
neuvered, it is believed that any objection 
which aviators may have to towing targets 
for anti-aircraft firing has been overcome 
as the result of these tests. 


HIGHER PAY FOR EXERCISING 
HIGHER ARMY COMMAND. 


A decision has been rendered by the 
Court of Claims of the United States in 
favor of Maj. Charles J. Ferris, U.S.A., 
retired, by which he is entitled to in- 
creased pay for exercising, during the war, 
higher command than his grade. The 
court’s opinion is regarded of high impor- 
tance and it is believed will affect a great 
many cases. 

Incidentally, it is a reversal of the de- 
cision of the Comptroller General and may 
forecast similar action on the part of the 
Court of Claims where the complainant 
refuses to accept the Comptroller Gen- 
eral’s decision. One of the interesting 
features of the decision is to the effect 
that officers serving in the United States 
were in command of a force operating 
against the enemy. 

While attached to the 313th Regiment 
of Field Artillery, Major Ferris was on 
Aug. 27, 1917, by special order issued by 
the commanding general of the 80th Divi- 
sion, American Expeditional Forces 
placed in command of the 315th Field Ar- 
tillery, there being no colonel with that 
regiment at the time. He immediately 
assumed command of the 315th on the date 
of the order and remained in command un- 
til the return of the lieutenant colonel] of 
the 315th Regiment, Jan. 5, 1918. 

“The order placing him in command of 
the 315th Field Artillery,” says the court, 
“was necessary to enable him to assume 
such command. The 80th Division was 
one of the several National Army divi- 
sions organized for the purpose of carry- 
ing on and bringing to a close the World 

ar and was composed of di 
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therefore adjudged and ordered that the 
plaintiff recover of and from the United 
States the som of $179.17. 

“The troops which were being organized 
and trained at Camp Lee were assembled 
there for war purposes and were neces- 
sarily operating against the enemy. They 
were there for no other porpose. The ser- 
vice rendered by the plaintiff was with 
troops operating against the enemy with- 
in the meaning of the statute. As was 
said in 22 Ops. Atty. Gen. 95: 

“*Any troops assembled at camps in 
the United States for war pur- 
poses can properly be considered as oper- 
ating against an enemy although their 
se service is confined to the ordinary 
routine of camp life.’”

I. Hines and all chiefs of branches; the 
Commandant, Army War College; the 
Commanding General, District of Wash- 
ington, the chairman of the Military Af- 
fairs Committees of the Senate and ‘Bouse 
of Representatives, and Mr. Owen D. 
Young, chairman, Board of Directors, 
Radio Corporation of America, to which 
latter organization General Harbord goes 
as president upon his retirement. 


MAJ. GEN. JAMES G. HARBORD

manding the District of Washington, on 
the Washington maneuver grounds Novy. 
27. before an enthusiastic crowd. 

The- units taking part in the review 
were the 3d Battalion, 12th Infantry, Fort 
Howard, Md.; the 12th Infantry band; 
the 2d Squadron, 3d Cavalry; 3d Cavalry 
band; and the 2d Battalion, 3d Field Ar- 
tillery, stationed at Fort Myer, Va. 


BOARD TO INVESTIGATE 
CONDUCT OF MIDSHIPMEN. 


In connection with the alleged miscon- 
duct of a few midshipmen in Philadelphia 
Nov. 25 at a dance after the Army and 
Navy football game, Secretary of the Navy 
Denby announced on Nov. 28 that a board 
of investigation had been ordered to in- 
vestigate and fix responsibility for the 
failure of discipline over the midshipmen. 

The board is headed by Rear Admiral A. 
H. Robertson, U.S.N., and the names of 
other members will be announced when the 
board convenes, the Secretary said. He 
also stated that the object of the investiga- 
tion was not to get evidence to convict any 
midshipmen or to ascertain in detail what 
took place in Philadelphia, but to fix re- 
sponsibility for the breakdown in disci- 
pline which made it possible for some mid- 
shipmen to misbehave themselves. 


CHANGES OF PERSONNEL 
IN THE GENERAL STAFF. 


The Secretary of War has ordered the 
transfer of Col. Stuart Heintzelman from 
G-2, General Staff, to G-4, where he suc- 
ceeds Brig. Gen. W. D. Connor, who has 
been ordered to China. Col W. K. Naylor 
og Colonel Heintzelman as the head 
of G-2. 

With the confirmation of the nomina- 
tion now pending before the Senate, both 


of these officers become brigadier generals, 
and the number of general officers on duty 
with the General Staff will be completed. 

With the confirmation of the list of gen- 
eral officers, Col. John McA. Palmer and 
Col. Bryant H. Wells must be relieved 
from the General Staff. It is stated that 
the Secretary of War has not yet selected 
an assignment for either of the new gen- 
eral officers. 


CREATION OF AMERICAN BATTLE 


Committee on Foreign Affairs on Nov. 28 
on H.R. 10737, for the creation of an 
American battle monument commission to 
erect suitable memorials commemorating 
the services of the American soldiers in 
Europe. Chairman Porter, who intro- 
duced the bill, is enthusiastic for the meas- 
ure and will urge early action upon it. 

In a letter to the President, Brig. Gen. 
Charles G. Dawes, O.R.C., when he was 
Director of the Budget. strongly urged the 
passage of the bill. It was also recom- 
mended by the Secretary of War. The 
chief argument for the passage of the bill 
is the need of central supervision of the 
erection of monuments in Europe.

ATTEND THEATER PARTY. 


The 16th U.S. Infantry, located at Fort 
Jay, Governors Island, and Fort Wads- 
worth, Staten Island, gave a regimental 
theater party at the Hippodreme Theater, 
New York city, on Nov. About eight 
hundred officers and enlisted men, their 
femilies and guests were present.

Gen. Charles J. Bailey, comman- 
der of the 3d Corps Area, at Fort Howard, 
Md., Nov. 23. 

The ist Battalion of the 12th U.S. In- 
fantry was paraded for review by Major 
General Bailey, accompanied by Brig. 
Gen. Harry A. Smith, commanding the 
16th Infantry Brigade and the post at 
Fort Howard. In the course of the re- 
view the ceremony of presentation took 
place.

Where Do the Boy Scouts

NYONE who has seen a Boy Scout

Shall Japan Become Second 
Naval Power? 


APAN’S new naval estimates for the 

coming year should be a distinct dis- 

appointment to her American friends 
who had believed that she would make a 
reasonable response to our conspicuous ex- 
ample of naval reduction well below limits 
fixed upon at the Washington Conference. 
It is true that Great Britain also refuses 
to follow our example. She may, however, 
have some excuse in the complex political 
situation in Europe, whereas there ig no 
cloud in the Oriental sky which portends 
any need for considerable naval strength 
on the part of Japan. 

Last year, immediately after the con- 
ference, we reduced our naval enlisted per- 
sonnel to 86,000, a good 30 per cent. below 
the necessities of the treaty Navy.

A corresponding re- 
duction by Japan would have left her Navy 
with less than 52,000 men. Nevertheless, 
throughout the current budget year she 
has maintained a full quota for her treaty 
navy—about 73,000 men.

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Difficulties to Be Met 
by National Guard 


A number of influential journals through- 
out the country have in mind the point 
that the National Guard service is to-day 
facing a condition that may well develop 
into a crisis. As an example of the thought 
now stirring in editorial minds consider 
the following from the Providence Jour- 


nal: 

“Despite the enthusiastic work of those 
who saw war service in the National 
Guard and who, therefore, recognize the 
necessity for a measure of military train- 
ing and despite also the new military pol- 
icy of universal voluntary training adopted 
by the country, the National Guard has, 
after a swift growth, recalled a point of 
stagnation. 

“At the War Department now the Gen- 
eral Staff and National Guard officers are 
in consultation. It appears impossible to 
earry into effect the ambitious program 
laid down by the National Defense act. 

“There are many reasons why this state 
of affairs, amounting to little less than 
suspended animation, has come to pass. 
It will not do to blame Congress entirely, 
although the economy program has with- 
held instructors, curtailed training and 
stifled enthusiasm. The states, too, must 
bear their share of the blame. The na- 
tion, in rendering the Regular Army im- 
potent as a mobile striking force, has put 
the burden of the national defense directly 
upon the shoulders of the National Guard; 
that is to say, the responsibility for an 
efficient defense is now shared by the 
states. But, once the old pre-war facilities 
for housing and administering the Na- 
tional Guard were exhausted, the states 
were averse to supplying funds to provide 
more. It has been particularly difficult. 
when it came to providing technical corps 
and Army troops for which the states 
themselves had little need for their own 
domestic purposes, to arouse any enthusi- 
asm about voting appropriations. . . . 

“The General Staff is composed of able 
and hard-working men. . « eee 
tional Guard officers called upon for ad- 
vice are, doubtless, the best officers avail- 
able. Yet both will deserve high commen- 
dation if they reach any successful solu- 
tion of this difficult problem. Both are en- 
titled to sympathy and support.” 


Carrying Out National Defense Act. 


It is true that “it appears impossible 
to carry into effect the ambitious program 
laid down by the National Defense act,” 
but this impossibility is far more ap- 
parent than real. The Army AND Navy 
JOURNAL has repeatedly pointed out that, 
given reasonable state and Federal ap- 
propriations, it is practically a certainty 
that the entire National Guard force con- 
templated under the N.D.A. can be raised 
and maintained. National Guard service 
makes a wide appeal. There is nothing 
whatever impracticable about the idea of 
enrolling one out of every thirty-five to 
forty-two eligible men for the non-inten- 
sive form of military training prescribed 
for that service. The money paid under 
Federal statute for such duty is decidedly 
welcome. in time of industrial depression, 
but even if no cash compensation what- 
ever were authorized it would be an un- 
warranted reflection upon the patriotism 
of the average American to say that there 
could not be enrolled in this country many 
times the 430,000 stipulated as the strength 
of National Guard membership that it 
now “appears to be impossible” to secure. 

No; the difficulty does not lie with the 
eligible man. The average National Guards- 
man of to-day may think more of the 
money compensation paid for his service 
than is consonant with the highest form 
of patriotism, but such men will serve if 
given the opportunity. ‘he difficulty, 
therefore, is centered elsewhere. As indi- 
cated in the foregoing editorial the trouble 
does not even lie altogether with Congress 
—that favorite anvil for our hammers—al- 
though in its dealing with national se 
curity we might reasonably expect from 
that body a brand of foresight far su- 
perior to that displayed by state legisla- 
tures.

to note that our opinion is amply con- 
firmed by a large majority of the state ad- 
jutants general who have reported to the 
War Department that they find it imprac- 
ticable to raise and maintain a National 
Guard force based on a ratio of 800 per 
representative in Congress.” 

Such Congressmen would lose any satis- 
faction felt over this confirmation of their 
views if they realized that “the large ma- 
jority of state adjutants general’ placed 
much of the responsibility for the stagna- 
tion in National Guard organization at 
the door of state legislatures—a body that 
bears the same relation to the state as 
Congress bears to the-nation, and a body, 
that, in some cases, apparently believes 
the National Guard may be dealt with by 
it just as Congress has treated the Regu- 
lar Military Establishment. 

The Regular Army has been so reduced 
that it is not large enough to furnish the 
troops needed even in peace emergencies. 
The Reserve can only be called out and 
filled to effective strength in a national 
emergency so great that Congress will au- 
thorize it. Then months will be necessary 
to complete its organization. Civil dis- 
orders and emergencies such as the Mexi- 
can border affair can only be solved 
through the possession of a large and ef- 
fective Guard. 

Repeated reductions in the Regular 
Army have in fact increased the impor- 
tance of the Guard by shifting it from the 
second echelon to a place in the first line 
for national defense. But certain mem- 
bers of Congress, who should know better, 
and certain state legislators that have 
never been taught to appreciate the vital 
importance of the mission now assigned 
to the Guard, have allowed their infatua- 
tion with the idea of doing away with 
practically all military protection to run 
away with them. MHaving accomplished 
successfully the reduction of the perma- 
nent Military Establishment, the tempta- 
tion to go on and accomplish like “econ- 
omy” at the National Guard’s expense is 
too strong for such men to resist. 


Problem to be Considered. 


This is the real reason behind the call- 
ing of the joint conference of Nov. 10. 
That body is asked to solve the impossible 
problem of how to maintain the complete- 
ness and effectiveness of the National 
Guard organization for less money. They 
are to consider ways and means of pro- 
viding the country with military insurance 
without any provision for paying the 
premium. 

The problem presented to the conference 
may justly be called impossible of solu- 
tion. By that is meant impossible of 
solution in the way that certain members 
of Congress wanted it solved. The law 
provides for the National Guardsman a 
certain compensation for the service ren- 
dered. Clearly, therefore, there can be no 
money saved in that direction without an- 
tagonizing the entire National Guard mem- 
bership now recognized, ergo, make the 
saving, say these members of Congress, by 
reducing the number of National Guards- 
men that may be enrolled in the future. 

A parallel to such a course of action is 
to be found in that of the man who hav- 
ing reduced his fire insurance to an un- 
safe minimum, takes courage from the fact 
that his house did not immediately burn 
down and decides that it would be a fine 
thing to cut out most of his life insurance, 
since there appears to be no immediate 
prospect of his dying. 

The task of the conference is to find a 
way out of the present difficult situation, 
but it would be folly to resort to suppress- 
ing National Guard units or to transfer- 
ring them to the Organized Reserves as a 
solution of the problem. Such action 
would inflict upon the National Guard the 
paralysis that has stricken the very nerve 
centers of the Regular Army. The per- 
manent establishment has suffered as a re- 
sult of its unpopularity as an institution 
which rendered it helpless before Congres- 
sional attack, since the people generally 
did not come to its rescue. The Guard 
has the advantage of being popular with 
our citizens, generally speaking, but so 
far as this feeling has not made itself felt 
in the legislatures of a number of states. 
In such unfortunate cases the National 
Guard presents the same target to the 
state legislature that the Regular Army 
does to Congress. 

Then again, even with a certain amount 
of popularity in the National Guard’s 
favor, there is always a temptation before 
state taxpayers and state legislators alike 
to save money in the present at the cost 
of jeopardizing our future security. 

Another foe of the National Guard, and 
it is an insidious one, is the “state idea.” 
In too many cases the Guard is looked 
upon as a force for local emergencies only, 
and state appropriations are scaled ac- 
cordingly. In fact, it may be said that 
in a minority of the states only is the Na- 
tional Guard considered from a national 
point of view. In others the view is this: 
“We'll take care of our local situation, but

VALUE OF NATIONAL GUARD 
ORGANIZATION PAPERS. 


A number of the states throughout the 
country have profited by the knowledge 


gained during the war that one of the 
finest agencies for cultivating pride in an 
organization and maintaining the morale 
of its membership is the publication of 
an organizational periodical or newspaper. 

Numbers of these periodicals have been 
started in National Guard organizations. 
Because of financial stress some have fallen 
by the wayside after doing their full duty; 
others are being maintained either from 
state or private funds. The state of 
Pennsylvania, and doubtless other -states, 
issue from time to time very elaborate 
National Guard magazines, fully illus- 
trated, the successive issues being devoted 
to “playing up” different organizations. 

Other states such as North Carolina, 
Virginia, Maine, Ohio, Oregon, Texas, 
Washington, issue monthly. bulletins either 
printed or mimeographed in which is car 
ried the latest information of interest to 
National Guardsmen. ‘These bulletins pub- 
lish abstracts of Militia Bureau circular 
letters, Comptroller’s decisions, ete., and 
are diversified at times by bits of humor 
and short sketches. 

In addition to the state National Guard 
bulletins there are also certain regimental 
publications, such as the printed monthly 
periodicals gotten out by the 107th In- 
fantry at New York city, 160th Infantry 
at Los Angeles, the 110th Engineers at 
Kansas City and Co. A, 116th Engrs., at 
Portland, Ore., and others. 

All of these periodicals reflect great 
credit upon the officials responsible for 
them and they are undoubtedly quite a 
factor in National Guard development. 

A unique example of class of publica- 
tions referred to is The Wyoming Guards- 
man. The caption carried on the first 
page shows that this newspaper is “pub- 
lished whenever we can get the price.” 
The last issue, dated Oct. 28, was paid 
for from the percentage of the encamp- 
ment canteen profits set aside for the fund 
of the Wyoming Cavalry regiment. After 
seeing The Wyoming Guardsman one can- 
not help but hope that they will succeed 
in “getting the price” at regular intervals 
hereafter. 


NATIONAL GUARD STRENGTH 
NOW 163,070 OFFICERS AND MEN. 


The strength of the National Guard on 
the returns of Oct. 31, 1922, showed an 
aggregate of 163,070 officers and men, of 
which 153.247 or 94 per cent. were com- 
batant troops, the remainder being divided 
among the Quartermaster Corps, Medical 
Corps, Trains, Military Police, Staff and 
Special Division troops. 

By corps areas the 2d Corps Area fur- 
nished 17.5 per cent. of this total, or 
28,841, the 7th Corps Area 20,949, or a 
percentage of 12.8, and the 3d Corps Area 
aoa with a total of 11.9 per cent., or

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Strength of Guard 
Up Before Board 


It has become apparent that the Na- 
tional Guard Board now in session at 
Washington has a great problem before it 
in fixing the strength of the Nationa] 
Guard. This with other questions that are 
coming up will keep it in session for some 
time. 

Members of the board are inclined to 
the view that great care should be taken 
in working out this problem. It is impor. 
tant to the officers on whose shoulders the 
burden of raising the Guard to its ay. 
thorized strength will rest. The support- 
ers of the National Guard will not be sat- 
isfied with the present strength. As the 
Secretary of War sets forth in his report, 
the growth of the National Guard has been 
retarded on account of the lack of funds, 
The economists in Congress have been en- 
deavoring to hold the authorities in the 
War Department responsible for this con- 
dition of affairs, and this is the principal 
reason why the Secretary convened the 
National Guard Board. 

It is recognized by the members of the 
board that they must go before Congress 
with a well thought out plan for the de 
velopment of the Guard. The board has 
the assurance of the Secretary and the 
General Staff of the support of such a pro- 
gram. At the same time, the board must 
take into consideration conditions in the 
various states. The new plan must have 
the support of the state authorities as well 
as of the War Department. The more the 
subject is discussed, the more it becomes 
apparent that the board is called upon to 
make some very delicate adjustments be- 
fore it will be ready to make its report. 

During the Army and Navy football 
game, the Maryland National Guard gave 
a practical demonstration of the capacity 
of the National Guard to maintain air 
units. This is a much discussed question 
not only in the Guard, but in Congress. 
It has been suggested that no more air 
units be created in the National Guard, 
but very strong opposition has developed 
in the board to this proposal. During the 
big game, the Air Force of the Maryland 
National Guard flew from Baltimore, a 
distance of a hundred miles, and took a 
photograph of the football grounds just 
as the midshipmen were marching on the 
field. It returned to Baltimore in time to 
have the photograph developed and the 
picture appeared in the morning papers. 
The Air Force was in command of Maj. 
Paul V. Burwell and the photograph was 
taken by Lieut. H. C. Robinson.

Rear Admiral Harry McL. P. Huse, U. 
S.N., on duty in Washington, D.C., as a 
member of the General Board, will retire 
for age Dec. 8, 1922, after a distinguished 
record of service. He was advanced in 
grade “for highly distinguished conduct in 
battle during the war with Spain,” and 
was awarded the Congressional Medal of 
Honor, “for extraordinary heroism and 
distinguished conduct in saving a life.”

While in fuil dress uniform he jumped 
overboard from his ship in New York Har- 
bor to save an enlisted man who had fallen 
overboard. The Admiral was about to go 
to a dinner ashore at the time. 
For his eminent and conspicuous con- 
duct when the Gloucester was in battle 
against a Spanish torpedoboat, during the 
action with the Spanish fleet under Cer- 
vera, at Santiago on July 3, 1898, Ad- 
miral Huse, who was at that time execu- 
tive officer of the converted yacht Glouces- 
ter, was advanced five num 
He rendered conspicuous service in the 
streets of Vera Cruz, Mexico, during the 
landing operations there in April, 1914, of 
the American Fleet. At that time Ad- 
miral Huse was a captain on the staff of 
Admiral Fletcher. 
Admiral Huse, who is the second senior 
rear admiral on the active list, was born 
in New York Dec. 8, 1858, and was ap- 
pointed to the U.S. Naval Academy Sept. 
30, 1874. He was promoted from cadet

Chaplain Thomas J. Dickson, U.S.A., 

minister of the Church of the Disciples of 
Christ, and one of the best known and 
most energetic chaplains in the Army, 
with a record of bravery on many battle 
fields, second to none, was retired from 
active service Noy. 21, 1922, for disability 
incident thereto. Chaplain Dickson, who 
ranks as lieutenant colonel, was born in 
Missouri July 4, 1867, and was appointed 
a chaplain in the Regular Army in Feb- 
ruary, 1901. He had previously served as 
a captain in the Missouri National Guard. 
_ Chaplain Dickson went to France dur- 
ing the World War with the first Ameri- 
can Artillery force, and served with con- 
bat troops in Europe some two years. He 
was chaplain of the 6th Field Artillery— 
the regiment that fired the first shot. He 
was constantly on duty with the ist Divi 
sion at the front in all its battles and 
night marches, and went with the first 
flag into y and across the Rhine. 
He was off relief from his duties at 
the front on several occasions, but de- 
clined the offer, expressing his wish to 
remain with troops. In addition to 
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goth Division, U.S.A., Gordon Highland-* 


ers, Foreign Legion, Algerian ‘Troops, 
139th French Division and other organ- 
jgations, he was the senior chaplain with 
the combat troops on the American front 
and saw more differeat phases of fighting 
than usually falls to the lot of any one 
oficer. ‘Three of his orderlies were gassed 
and wounded, and his horses were shot 
five times. 

It ig interesting to note in connection 
with the service of Chaplain Dickson in 
France, that the German aviator, Lieut. 
Kilian Fertig, who launched a t 
pear Bonvilliers, France, in May, 1918, 
which killed Col. Bertram T. Clayton and 
Capts. Rufus T. Montgall and Harry A. 
Bullock, U.S.A., was shot and killed after 
returning across the line intu Germany, 
being brought down by American anti- 
aircraft guns, and was one of the many 
men whom Chaplain Dickson buried. 

In addition to his World War service 
Chaplain Dickson is a veteran of the 
Spanish-American War and the Mexican 
porder troubles; has been cited in general 
orders, thanked on the battlefields of Eu- 
rope, and congratulated before troops by 
the President of the United States for ser- 
yices he rendered during the Philippine 
Insurrection. He has the hcnor of wear- 
ing all the battle stars of the famous 1st 
Division, U.S.A., and on one occasion he 
operated a machine gun against German 
airmen during the heavy fighting after its 
erew had been put out of action. Chap- 
lain Dickson was cited in general orders 
for distinguished conduct in exposing him- 
self to heavy shell fire in burying the dead 
during battle. 

At one time he was in u hurry to get 
to two dying Artillerymen and took a 
short cut which led him across No Man’s 
Land in front of a battalion of American 
Infantry, which ceased its fire to prevent 
hitting him, and the Germans unable to 
figure it out, also stopped firing, while the 
chaplain walked his horse _gcross_ the 
open. The chaplain has be active in 
many other spheres of duty, including the 
showing of motion pictures in various 
cities, illustrating numerous Army activi- 
ties as an education to the people at large. 
He performed notable service in a cholera 
epidemic in the Philippines and was 
among the first to volunteer his services. 
He was awarded a medal for his services 
by the Supreme Assembly of the Spanish 
Red Cross, and rendered volunteer ser- 
vice during a yellow fever epidemic in San 
Antonio, Texas, in 1903 Many well 
known officers of the Army including a 
number of general officers, have officially 
endorsed his work. 


Chaplain Barton W. Perry, U.S.A, 
who was last on duty at Fort Hamilton, 
N.Y., will retire on account of the age 
limit on Nov. 26, 1922. He was born 
Wisconsin in 1858 of New England par- 
entage. His mother’s family came from 
England in 1645, settled near Boston, and 
jater in Vermont, and his great-grand- 
father served in the war of the American 
Revolution. On his father’s side he is re- 
fated to Commodore Perry. Chaplain 
Perry is a graduate of Hamilton College 
and Auburn Theological Seminary, and 
was ordained in the Presbyterian Church 
(North) in 1889. He was appointed chap- 
fain with the rank of captain on April 5, 
1900, and was promoted to major on April 
5, 1910, and to lieutenant colenel June 4, 
1920. He retires with the rank of lieu- 
tenant colonel. 





Master Sergt. William Kenney, Service 
Troop, 2d Cav., U.S.A., was placed on the 
retired list at Fort Riley, Kas., Nov. 17. 
He first enlisted in Troop B, 7th Cav., 
April 10, 1895, and in subsequent enlist- 
ments he served in the 4th Cavalry, 11th 
U.S. Volunteer Cavalry, 5th Cavalry, Gen- 
eral Service Infantry, 2d Cavalry, com- 
missioned temporary second lieutenant and 
captain in 1917.

He was 
in France Sept. 9, 1918, to June 25, 1919.

AMERICAN FORCES IN CHINA. 
G.O. 44, Oct. 24, 1922, W.D. 


Organization of the American Forces in 
China.—1. By direction of the President, there 
is hereby created in China, effective April 1, 
1923, a separate command, reporting directly 
to the War Department, which will be known 
as the American Forces in China, and which 
will consist of all troops and agencies of the 
Army serving in the territory of China, except 
in so far as exempted in this order or other 
orders or instructions of the Secretary of War. 

The powers held by, the duties required of, 
and the authority vested in the Philippine De- 
partment commander over the troops and agen- 
cies of the Army within the territory of China 
on April 1, 1923, shall thereafter be held by, 
required of, and vested in the commander, Ameri- 
can Forces in China. 

The records pertaining to the troops and 
agencies of the Army within the territory of 
China now on hand at the headquarters of the 
Philippine Department will be transferred to 
the commander, American Forces in China. 

Headquarters personnel and staff for the com- 
mand will be detailed in orders from the War 
Department and will consist of the following: 
Commander ....General officer. 

Personal staff .. Authorized aids. 
General staff ...One officer of the general staff. 
Administrative and 

technical staff. . Adjutant, judge advocate. 
Headquarters detachment of 7 warrant officers 

and enlisted men. 

2. By direction of the President, the com- 
mander of the American Forces in China is, 
on and after April 1, 1923, empowered under 
the 8th Article of War to appoint general courts- 
martial whenever necessary, provided, however, 
that the commander of the Philippine Depart- 
ment shall retain and continue to exercise juris- 
diction in a'l eases theretofore referred by him 
for trial and not finally disposed of.

Secretary Asks for 


True Preparedness 
(Continued from page 321.) 


of the defense project as contemplated in 
the Defense act of June 4, 1920. These 
plans have been approved by the country. 
They were drawn up by our best defense 
engineers after a series of tests which 
cost the blood of some of our finest young 
men. ‘They were presented and accepted 
as 2 minimum solution. 

“Under the stress of economy this de- 
partment has eliminated everything that 
was in any sense non-essential. There 
remains only the bare framework. ‘The 
present tendency toward cutting that 
framework makes it necessary for me to 
warn that any additional cuts would en- 
danger our safety, since the framework is 
already cut to a point of uncertainty. 

“Our people cannot afford to ignore the 
reports of their own trained inspectors. 
They cannot afford future cuts which must 
be paid for by the blood of American citi- 
zens. They will undoubtedly rebuild this 
framework to bring it again to the safe 
limits. This is a lesson of the past.” 

Under the head of reorganization of the 
department, the Secretary is unstinted in 
his praise of the Assistant Secretary of 
War. General Pershing, General Harbord 
and the members of the General Staff. 


Army Reductions Hurtful. 


After emphasizing the inadequacy of the 
present strength of the Regular Army and 
describing the painful processes of its re- 
duction, the Secretary said: 

“We are still guided in our military 
policy by the act of June 4, 1920. Re- 
vardless of reductions imposed by acts of 
appropriation, it remains the manifold 
duty of the Regular Army to train and 
develop the National Guard and the Or- 
ganized Reserves and to constitute itself 
a model for their development; to main- 
tain schools for the training of officers 
and enlisted men of the Regular Army, 
the National Guard, and the Organized 
Reserves; to furnish the administrative 
overhead for the operation of the compo- 
nents of the Army of the United States; 
to furnish peace-time garrisons for our 
more important coast defenses; to furnish 
war and peace garrisons for our overseas 
possessions; and to furnish necessary 
forces to meet emergencies occurring in 
time of peace. 

“In the most skilfully prepared plans 
for our national defense these functions 
are wisely considered absolutely necessary. 
We have been faced with the requirement 
to perform these duties with the meager 
strength now allotted the Regular Army. 
With a new policy demanding of this 
force functions that were scarcely thought 
of before the war, we are nevertheless al 
lotted a strength that is less than that de- 
termined upon before we entered the war. 
I must emphasize that this strength is in- 


adequate, 
“The Regular Army is the agency 
through which we transmit all of our 


energies in training and developing the 
National Guard and the Organized Re- 
serves. There can be no sound defense 
project that ignores such a permanent 
force as this, one that can accumulate the 
store of our military knowledge and pass 
this knowledge on to the other forces which 
can not be permanently organized, at the 
same time constituting a model for their 
guidance. When we expend funds and 
energies in developing this body, it is with 
the transcendent purpose of reaching all 
parts of our National Army. We can 
never allow any considerations to stand 
in the way of insuring the necessary 
strength and quality. We should accord- 
ingly seize the first opportunity to bring 
the Regular Army back to the proportions 
which are required.” 


National Guard and Reserves. 


The Secretary appeals for larger appro- 
priations for the National Guard and de- 
scribes how it is being welded into our 
system of national defense. 

He describes how the Organized Re- 
serves as our third line of defense are be- 
ing built up under the direction of the 
War Department. 

Por 13,000 Regular Officers. 

The Secretary makes an appeal for a 
minimum of 13,000 officers for the Regu- 
jar Army. He says: 

“There can be no doubt that our true 
strength of defense rests upon the founda- 
tion of our leadership. I do not belittle 
the enlisted man—ours is the best in the 
world. It is because I appreciate him 
that I emphasize the need for officers who 
can give to the soldier his best opportu- 
nity to fight for his country and for his 
life. We must have officers sufficient to 
handle the great Army of the United 
States. We now have a fine body of Na- 
tional Guard officers and an equally fine 
body of Reserve officers. In spite of the 
fact that. many of these had service in war, 
they will quickly become unfit for fur- 
ther service unless they can receive at 
least a small amount of steady training 
and education. Where is their training

to come from? Only through the Regular 


officer. 

“From all directions and from = all 
classes is coming the evidence that we 
have not sufficient Regular officers to per- 
form the tasks that are demanded of. them, 
not only by the law, but by our own citi- 
zens who desire to see that law realized in 
fact. I earnestly advocate a reconstitut- 
ing of our officer body to a minimum of 
13,000 at the earliest date.”

It is not the function of this column to 
make speculative suggestions or tender advice 
in connection with marginal commitments in 
securities. Men who devote their lives to the 
Services do so for other than remunerative 
reasons and the general assumption is safe 
that they do not have funds with which they 
can afford to take much of a risk. It is well 
known, however, that tnose in the Services do 
not always confine their purchases to first 
mortgage bonds and high grade preferred 
stocks and it is probable that Army and Navy 
officers have borne their share of speculative 
losses occasioned by the recent reaction in the 
securities market. It is also probable that, 
like every other group of speculators, the ma- 
jority of these losses have been taken because 
of overextension, that is, carrying a greater 
number of shares than their available re- 
sources will see through a sharp reaction. 


Debit Balances in Speculative Accounts. 


If one officer were to borrow $100 from a 
brother officer to meet some obligation, he 
would think about it very seriously until the 
debt were discharged. If he were to borrow 
$1,000 at a bank and give his personal note, 
he would think about it still more seriously. 
If an officer owed $5,000 on a piece of real 
estate and gave a mortgage for this amount, 
he would not be prone to disregard the fact 
entirely. Yet a debit balance against a specu- 
lative account in a brokerage office seldom re- 
ceives the same consideration. A broker in 
executing an order to buy securities must give 
a check for the total cost and the difference 
between this amount and the margin deposited 
becomes a just claim against the customer. 
The broker does not furnish the additional 
capital as a usual thing, but the securities he 
holds as a pledge are hypothecated with a 
bank, together with the broker's personal note 
and the balance borrowed there. 

If those who buy securities on margin for 
& speculative upturn would occasionally con- 
sider their debit balance in the light of its 
being a loan directly from their broker and 
indirectly from a bank, there would be con- 
siderably fewer losses from overbuying. A 
good evening's entertainment might be derived 
from figuring out just what it means to meet 
interest on these loans compounded twelve 
times a year plus the commission paid on an 
active account. It has been emphasized sev- 
eral times in this column that it is futile for 
the average individual to buy securities on a 
narrow margin in the hopes of scalping a few 
points profit and then repeating the process. 


Indicated Earning Power to be Considered. 


Profitable speculation requires patience and 
courage. A security is to be purchased after 
careful investigation only if it is shown to be 
selling cheap in the light of indicated earning 
power. If the stock is not purchased out- 
right, no more should be borrowed against it 
than the borrower would be willing to owe 
elsewhere in proportion to his resources. The 
grave danger of overextension, which is re- 
sponsible for such a large percentage of losses 
in the stock market, would be obviated by this 
procedure, at least. 

If the buyer is conyinced by the facts in 
the case that improvement in the affairs of 
the company represented by his sécurity is 
taking place, together with due allowances for 
general conditions, he should not permit him- 
self to be frightened out of it by a temporary 
change in sentiment. 


The Bull Market Not Ended. 


At the present time there has been a twelve- 
point reaction in the general stock market 
list. Many securities have been thrown over- 
board in the belief that the bull market is 
ended and the trend definitely turned down- 
ward. There are no developments within re- 
cent weeks upon which to base this belief. 
Credit, which is absolutely necessary for busi- 
ness and stock market activity, is entirely 
ample. The buying power of the farmer is 
recovering rapidly and domestic consumption 
showing & satisfactory increase in practically 
every line. The unemployment menace has 
been forgotten. The foreign situation has not 
feces, neither has it grown worse or any- 
thing tramspired which was not already known 
or guessed. 

Certain enterprises, of course, will suffer a 
seasonal decline in sales during the winter, 
such as the automobile and tire producers, but 
this occurs’ every year and is nothing to be- 
come alarmed about. A change in political 
sentiment does not pecenge confiscation of 
Property, as many holders of railroad stocks 
appear to believe. At the worst, the Trans- 
portation act is not likely to be modified be- 
fore 1924.

J. H. L. asks: Does double time acquired in 
the U.S. Marine Corps at Panama in 1903 
count toward retirement in the U.S. Army? 

Answer: Yes. See regulation for 30-year 
retirement, Army Regulations, par. 134, 

H. M. asks: Upon death, what compensation 
other than insurance would the wife and child 
receive? (1) Veterans of the World War, 


disabled. (2) Enlisted man now in the Ser- 
vice. 
Answer: In either case, the life insurance 


is a pure business obligation, payable accord- 
ing to the terms of the contract. Pension or 
‘‘compensation’’ would be rayable only in case 
death is a result of the Service. 

B. C. C.—The quartermaster at the post will 
determine the assignment of quarters. 

COOKS AND OTHERS.—The Comptroller 
General has not yet made the reconsideration 
asked for by the War Department of his de- 
cision regarding the regrading of the retired 
list, enlisted personnel.

G. J. J—wWith reference to your letter, an 
ect was signed by the President on Sept. 22, 
1922, the text of which follows: “Be it enacted, 
etc., That all payments heretofore made in good 
faith to enlisted men while in active service by 
reason of anything contained in that portion 
of the proviso of Sec. 4b, National Defence act, 
as amended, reading, ‘That nothing in this 
section shall operate to reduce the pay which 
eny enlisted man is now receiving during his 
current enlistment and while he holds his pres- 
ent grade,’ be, and the same hereby are, vali- 
dated for all purposes, irrespective of whether 
such payments conform to decisions of the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury or the general account- 
ing office; and such payments shall be passed by 
the proper accounting officers of the United 
States to the credit of the disbursing officers 
making the same. Any sums of money which 
may have been deducted from the pay of any 
en'isted man on account of any such payment 
validated by this act shall be refunded.”

TACTICAL. 


C. N. asks: In passing in review at ceremo- 
nies, do all members of the color guard exe- 
cute eyes right? 

Answer: All except the man on the right of 
the color guard, whose duties are analogous to 
those of a guide, and who, in conformity with 
par. 574, I.D.R., does not execute eyes right. 

G. W. asks: (1) In deploying, ‘‘A’’ says 
corporal takes three paces to the front of his 
squad and halts (par. 124, I.D.R., the squad 
not acting alone). ‘‘B’’ says the corporal 
continues to march straight to the front, the 
men running abreast of the corporal and con- 
forming to his gait (gait meaning that the 
corporal is advancing). Which is right? 

2) “B” also states that deploying as 
skirmishers, as described in pars. 203 and 210, 
intend that the leading squad deploys and con- 
tinues to march forward until halted; that is, 
the leading section continues to advance; in 
other words, ‘‘B’’ contends that the command 
1. As skirmishers, 2. March, intends that the 
corporal continues to advance and that the 
movement is not done at a halt unless so di- 
rected. Is this correct? 

Answer: (1) ‘‘B’s’’ contention is correct. 
The corporal continues to advance unless halted 
by the platoon commander. 

(2) ‘‘B’’ is correct. The leading squad of 
the leading section continues to advance unless 
halted by the platoon commander.
